Why should any appointed board b# 
empowered to dictate to county officer* 
who bar* been regularly nominated 
and duly elected to loofc after the affair# 
of auob uouuMee? Wbf ahail a board of 
*#¥ea peraoua, two of wtom aboil be 
WQm*u t be given the power to Lu ter fere 
with the finance# of a county In which 
they have no reaid trice, and If they 
bad aucb residence there la no evidence 
they could be elected by the people to 
portion* of truat? Let the people rule 
and control their local affaire or amend 
our Constitution #o that we shall not 
make any pretence to be a government 
by the people. Toe control ^f ioc*j 
ttffiilrH by appointed oo moil#* loo* is not 
only dictatorial, but aulocratie, and a 
wide deviation from the cardinal 
principles of a republican form of 
government. If there be any reason 
wby the Btate, through so appointed 
commiselon or board, de*lr*s to control 
county Institutions constructed with 
moneys from the county treasuries, let 
the State lu promotion and defence of 
justice, honesty and buslnees equity 
purchase from the counties their Instilu- 
tlons and then with dignity *nd a legal 
process clothed with honor take charge 
of and control such Institutions, but 
anything short of this form of procedure 
win not meet with the endurs^ai^ut of 
the public at larg**.
